Washington, Sept. 12. 
The critical 
situation in Cub a is ab sorb ing the at­ 
tention of the administration to the 
exclusion of all other foreign topics, 
ar> indicated b y the acthity of the 
officials in the Ftatc, nav y and war 
department. The preside: t, at Oyster 
Bay, is keeping in touch with ev ery 
dev elopment 
of 
the 
rev olutionary 
mov ement in Cub a and is in constant 
communication b y wire with the offi­ 
cials here, who, indeed, are ev en in 
receipt of detailed instructions from 
him 
h r to what they shali do. 
The 
prime ob ject of the administration at 
the present is to get at the facts, 
which is no easy task in v iew of the 
mass iff indefinite 
statements 
that 
emanate from v arious quarters. Par­ 
ticularly is it desired to know the 
precise powers of the gov ernment and 
the 
insurgents 
there. 
Mr. Morgan, 
American minister to Hav ana, is un­ 
derstood to b e hastening from Eu­ 
rope. where h* has b een on a v aca­ 
tion. to the Cul in capital, and mean­ 
while Mr, Bleep©'-. the secretary of 
the American legation at Hav ana, who 
is acting as charge. Is supplying the 
•tate department with a daily b ulle­ 
tin containing sm h facts as b e is ab le 
to gather. 
It is realized, howev er, 
that Mr. Slecj» or Is b ound to accept 
the official rendition of the daily col­ 
lisions 
b etween 
President 
Palma's 
troops and the insurgents in the field. 
He has no means of securing the reb ­ 
els’ statements of these same occur­ 
rences, and in the v iew of officials here 
there is good reason to b eliev e that 
the whole truth is not disclosed b y 
either side. 
So, as stated officially. It is the pur­ 
pose of the administration to proceed 
with great delib eration in dealing with 
the Cub an question, and it is said on 
the highest authority that there will 
b e no interv ention hv 
the 
United 
States unless the reb ellion assumes 
the proportions of a general confla­ 
gration 
It is further 
stated 
that 
there h"» s b een no application of in­ 
terv ention from any authorized party, 
which statement answered an inquiry 
as to whether any of the foreign gov 
ernments 
whose 
citizens' 
interests 
were suffering from the depreciations 
of the Cub an insurgents had called 
upon the United States gov ernment 
to step in and preserv e the peace 
Another interesting statement from 
officials was to the effect that careful 
inquiry had satisfied the administra 
tion that none of the American cap! 
‘jiliste Interested 
in Cub an institu 
tions and properties had expressed a 
desire for the interv ention of this 
gov ernment under the terms of the 
Platt amendment 
On the contrary, 
It was stated these people seemed 
av erse to such action, figuring that 
it would precipitate the destruction of 
their properties during the long guor 
ilia warfare that might he expected 
to follow the landing or American 
troops in Cub a 
They rcalizod that if 
they ware paid for the property so 
destroyed (atmut which. It is pointed 
out. there is no certainty, many in­ 
ternational lawyers holding that a 
gov ernment is 
not 
responsib le 
for 
losses caused b y reb els), it might b e 
a matter of ten or more years b efore 
any adjustment could b e had. so they 
preferred peace under present con­ 
ditions. 
The latest dev elopment is the ad­ 
mission that 
the American cruiser 
Pes Moines, 
which 
sailed 
Monday 
hastily from Norfolk, had gone south­ 
ward to Key West with the ultimate 
purpose of proceeding to Hav ana if 
dev elopments within the next 
two 
days seem to warrant such action At 
Key West the 
Pes 
Moines will b e 
ab out eight hours run from Hav ana, 
and while waiting Commander Hal­ 
sey will b e in close communication 
with the nav y department, prepared 
to immediately carry out any request 
from the state department. There is 
no intention in this mov ement of the 
Pes Moines toward partiality toward 
one or another in the present conflict 
in Cub a 
The warship will b e at 
Hav ana to serv e as an asylum in case 
of need and will b e j?t the disposition 
of the American » b arge. She is not 
a formidab le craft, b eing only of 1,300 
tons displacement and with a main 
b attery of six inch guns, hut 
tor th« 


duty intended she will b e quite as 
effectiv e as a b attleship. If the nav y 
is making ready in other respects for 
contingencies in Cub a, the fact is 
carefully concealed with the depart­ 
ment, b ut it is known that the amb i­ 
tion of the general hoard is to keep 
the. ships in a state of preparedness, 
and it is b eliev ed there will b e no dif­ 
ficulty in dispatching almost immedi­ 
ately from the home ports any of the 
force that might 
Ini required in Cub a.
